Richard L. J ohnson, Air 
Force test pilot with a mile-long 
combat 
record, 
flew

American F-86 faster than any 
plane ever had gone under contest 
conditions.

safely in the sack by about 20 miles 
an hour, with some 60,000 National 
Air Race fans as witnesses. 
Tlien the sober aftermath. 
The timers, with cameras which 
can measure as fine as 1-1(K),000 of 
a second, timed a Navy plane fly ing 
bv in the finish of a cross-country 
dasli. 
Flies Too t ’lose To ( ’amera 
J ohnson at the time was coming 
into the stretch for his first pass 
over the 1.86 mile course. But the 
pass was useless.’ 
Two passes later, J ohnson flew 
slightly south of the course, putting 
him so close to the timing cameras 
that they didn’t catch him. That 
pass was out of the book. 
Finally as J ohnson made two ex­ 
tra pa.sses, having been advised of 
the disqualified runs by radio, one 
of the timing cameras jammed.

Labor Looks Back On 


Its Advances Over The Year 
A kind of quietness settled ov er Cumberland and 
the country in general today as the wheels of industry 
came to a halt in observ ance of Labor Day . The day 
is an institution which is peculiarly American. It is 
a day set aside to honor all workers regardless of their 
politics for it belbngs to no party . 
It was six ty -six y ears ago that the idea for a 
holiday for workers was first adv anced. Peter J . 
McGuire had a thought that New York’s working 
population should hav e an opportunity to show itself 
en masse. That idea soon caught on and as a result 
the United States has this holiday which ranks in 
importance with Presidential birthday s, Independence 
Day and Thanksgiv ing. 
The first Labor Day parade was held in New York 
on September 5 , 138 2. and as suggested, a picnic or 
festiv al followed. It is not different today ex cept that 
parades are fewer. The picnics or rallies continue to 
prov ide sounding boards for the v oicing of v iews by 
leaders of labor groups to recount adv ances made by 
workers, for the discussion of matters of particular 
interest to them and for those seeking support in 
their bid for election to public office from President 
down. 
Unless all signs fail, the v iews to be ex pressed 
during the day wiU be like those v oiced a y ear ago. 
Leaders of organized labor will again direct their 
messages at the target used on Labor Day , 1947 —the 
Taft-Hartley Act—because the law has tended to curb 
their powers ov er the membership of their respectiv e 
unions but has giv en the rank and file of labor a 
greater v oice in its affairs. In a word, it has prov ided 
the union man with greater independence of action 
while, at the same time, preserv ing all the rights he 
had in the past. 
Leaders of unions, in their attack on the law, hav e 
the support of President Truman who will ex pound his 
v iews this afternoon before a gathering in Detroit. 
A y ear ago, Mr. Truman joined in the tumult—in a 
somewhat muted v oice, to be sure, and by implications 
rather than direct statement. Today he is backing 
the union leaders’ demands for repeal of the law 
forgetting, perhaps, that the rank and file of labor is 
now taking a far different v iew since learning by its 
application that it Is not a “ slav e’* law but serv es its 
interests better than others would lead it to believ e. 
To be sure, the worker finds that changes in some 
portions of the law might be adv isable but, like the 
v ast majority of the American people, he does not 
inv ite its repeal so, therefore, is not echoing the v iews 
of those who hav e had their authority shortened. 
Those who are being condemned for v oting for 
passage of the law are not deaf to arguments adv anced 
in fav or of amendments to clarify some portions of 
the law, and to comb out those prov isions which 
may be found unnecessary . But it is an undisputed 
fact that where respect for the law has been ex ercised 
there has followed improv ement in labor-management 
relations. As ev idence of this one needs look no farther 
than Cumberland where agreements to new contracts 
inv olv ing wages and working conditions hav e been 
reached without the necessity of resorting to work 
stoppages-—alway s a costly procedure for both worker 
and management. 
For the want, perhaps, of a better argument, 
those who are demanding repeal of the law endeav or 
to conv ey the idea that it was the product of a group 
of reactionaries to destroy unions. It cannot be denied 
that that group ex ists and probably would do the 
things it is accused of. But few will believ e that the 
so-called reactionaries elected the Congress which 
passed the law or that it created the public sentiment 
which made it inev itable. 
Rather than weakening unions and lessening their 
position in negotiations with management, the law 
w.ra. i just the opposite, and today organized labor 
is in as strong, if not stronger, position than it ev er 
was. The law was enacted to benefit labor, manage­ 
ment and communities alike, and as a protection 
against abuses by some of former priv ileges. 
It is believ ed labor has come to a full realization 
of these things as they enter wholeheartedly into

One oldtimer has never smok ed 
and think s, therefore, that this is 
the secret. Another, who has con­ 
su med 15 “stogies” daily for years 
bu t has never dru nk hard liq u or 
claims that his way is the answer. 
Others attribu te their fitness to 
setting u p exercises, long vacations, 
no meat, or infreq u ent colds. An 
eq u al nu mber never indu lged in 
calisthenics, work ed every day of 
their lives, love roast beef, and 
have always been frail. In fact, 
some oldsters who violated every 
ru le of health have su rvived long 
enou gh to tell of their experiences. 


Physicians are not entirely u nin­ 
formed on this su bject. They have 
made many observations and fou nd 
that the majority of elderly persons 
follow a definite pattern. Mu ch of 
this information may not be ap­ 
parent to the octogenarian and can 
be obtained only throu gh carefu l 
q u estioning. 
Most individu als of 
advanced 
years 
have 
a 
stu rdy 
family tree. One or more of the 
parents or grandparents were long- 
lived. Longevity was in the cards 
long before they were bom, there­ 
fore, provided that accident or seri­ 
ou s illness did not intervene and 
they took reasonable care of them­ 
selves. 
Bu t this is not all. Many de­ 
veloped regu lar habits early in life. 
A rou tine of eating, sleeping, work ­ 
ing, and recreation was established 
and variations were the exception. 
A well balanced diet was consu med, 
consisting of most of the essential 
food elements. Qu ality was more 
important than q u antity and in 
most instances, overeating and u n­ 
dereating were avoided. 
This is 
interesting becau se scientists have 
been able to produ ce hardening of 
the arteries in animals by feeding 
them diets high in fats. On the 
other hand, many physicians have 
encou ntered oldsters who have u sed 
large q u antities of milk , bu tter, and 
cream all their lives. Fu rthermore, 
in the far north, fatty dishes are 
req \jired for maintaining an ade­ 
q u ate caloric intak e and have little 
or no influ ence on longevity. Final­ 
ly, 
most 
matu re 
people 
possess 
serenity of mind. They are phleg­ 
matic and tak e life as it comes. 
While age mellows, this q u ality is 
probably not acq u ired bu t inherited. 
A long life is fostered by modera­ 
tion; too mu ch is too mu ch. Bu t 
there is no reason to believe that 
a little smok ing, drink ing, or oc­ 
casionally sitting u p late will short­ 
en ou r life expectancy. This is an 
individu al problem. Abstinence need 
be considered only if common sense 
is lack ing. Exercise is another de­ 
batable point. Most au thorities are 
of the opinion that as we grow older 
some degree of cu rtailment is in 
order. Walk ing is excellent and is 
preferred to the more strenu ou s 
types of exertion.

It is concerning the u tter 
lack of discipline and thorou ghness 
which I note amongst the you ng 
people of Glou cester today compar­ 
ed with that of my boyhood. 
I cannot now comment intel­ 
ligently regarding the teaching and 
discipline within the school bu ild­ 
ings; bu t I have seen enou gh this 
su mmer of you ng people on the 
streets and at work to believe that 
teachers do not have su fficient 
time to drill. Drill and DRILL. 
They have too many interru ptions 
and are obliged to teach too many 
su bjects to do thorou gh work in 
any one. School committees are 
too mu ch influ enced by text book 
pu blishers. They shou ld do less to 
amu se the k ids and more to serve 
the taxpayers. In fact, I believe 
that we are mak ing life too easy 
for ou r you ng people. 
Psychologists 
assu re 
me 
that 
you ng people k now what is right 
and what they shou ld do and shou ld 
not do. These experts prove this 
statement by reminding me that 
when boys destroy property, lie, 
steal and mak e themselves a nu is­ 
ance, they always ru n away as soon 
as they see anyone coming. In 
other words, you ng people do not 
need to be tau ght what is right and 
wrong so mu ch as they need to 
learn to control and to discipline 
themselves. 
W'hat About Corporal Punishment 
For centu ries the old-fashioned 
switch, cane or whip has been u sed 
to instill discipline. If it never had 
been u sed in the past. I wou ld 
not recommend its adoption today; 
bu t considering that hu man natu re 
has been dependent for centu ries 
on su ch for correction and pu nish­ 
ment, experts on heredity say that 
it is absolu tely foolish to try to 
get on today, in ou r pu blic schools, 
withou t corporal pu nishment. 
School committees, principals and 
teachers mak e variou s excases. In 
some States corporal pu nishment 
may be against the law and, of 
cou rse, any teacher is su bject to 
being su ed if, in temper, he or she 
abu ses a pu pil. However, school 
committees can tak e ou t liability 
insu rance 
to pr ot e c t teachers 
against any su ch su its. Some few 
parents will complain at having 
their dear children “whipped”; bu t 
instead of being influ enced by these 
few, why cou ld not a school com­ 
mittee tak e a vote of all parents 
and see what the great piajority 


wou ld desire? When su ch a vote is 
tak en a commu nity. I hope to be 
told the resu lt. 
Longer School Hours May Be W’is# 
When I went to school we were 
in the bu ilding from nine to twelve 
in the morning and from two to 
fou r in the afternoon. We had very 
few book s to tak e home. Ou r stu dy 
hall was su pervised and we learned 
there in one hou r what wou ld tak e 
two hou rs to learn at home. More­ 
over, in those days there was no 
radio at home to distract u s, nor 
were there au tomobiles or movies 
to tempt as. Wou ld it not be well 
to retu rn to afternoon sessions and 
su pervised stu dy, especially in* view 
of the coming television? A girl 
may be able to stu dy while the old 
radio is going, bu t she certainly 
can’t stu dy while watching tele­ 
vision! 
Parents wou ld lik e to have some 
of the “frill” stu dies omitted, bu t 
with perfection stressed in a fewer 
important stu dies. As an employer 
of many you ng people, I find that 
they have a smattering of a lot of 
su bjects bu t are proficient in none. 
I am beginning even to q u estion the 
valu e of vocational cou rses as now 
set u p. I believe in an assignment 
of ou tside w’ork , selected newspaper 
reading, certain worthwhile movies 
and 
radio 
talk s, 
req u iring 
the 
scholars to report thereon. The 
trips to factories and stores, which 
were given when I was in high 
school, wou ld still be very u sefu l. 
Most important of all, school com­ 
mittees shou ld rate high q u ality of 
teaching above the attainm ent by 
teachers of college degrees.

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Labor Looks Back On 
Its Advances Over The Year 
A kind of quietness settled over Cumberland and 
the country in general today as the wheels of industry 
came to a halt in obeerrance of Labor Day. The day 
Is an institution which is peculiarly American. It is 
a day set aside to honor all workers regardless of their 
politics for it belongs to no party. 
It was sixty-six years ago th at the idea for a 
holiday for workers was first advanced. Peter J. 
McGuire had a thought th at New York’s working 
population should have an opportunity to show itself 
en masse. That idea soon caught on and as a result 
the United States has this holiday which ranks in 
im portance with Presidential birthdays. Independence 
Day and Thanksgiving. 
The first Labor Day parade was held in New York 
on September S, 1582. and as suggested, a picnic or 
festival followed. It is not different today except th at 
parades are fewer. The picnics or rallies continue to 
provide sounding boards for the voicing of views by 
leaders of labor groups to recount advances made by 
workers, for the discussion of m atters of particular 
Interest to them and for those seeking support in 
their bid for election to public office from President 
down. 
Unless all signs fa il the views to be expressed 
during the day will be like those voiced a year ag a 
Leaders of organised labor will again direct their 
messages at the target used on Labor Day, 1947—the 
Tart-H artley Act —because the law has tended to curb 
their powers over the membership of their respective 
unions but has given the rank and file of labor a 
greater voice In its affairs. In a word, It has provided 
the union man with greater independence of action 
whEe, at the same time, preserving all the rights he 
had in the past. 
Leaders of unions, in their attack on the law, have 
the support of President Trum an who will expound his 
views this afternoon before a gathering In Detroit. 
A year ago, Mr. Truman joined in the tum ult—in a 
somewhat muted voice, to be sure, and by implications 
rather than direct statem ent. Today he Is backing 
the union leaders* demands for repeal of the law 
forgetting, perhaps, th at the rank and file of labor is 
now taking a far different view since learning by Its 
replication th at It Is not a “slave*’ law but serves its 
Interests better than others would lead it to believe. 
To be sure, the worker finds th at changes in soma 
portions of the law m ight be advisable but, like the 
vast m ajority of the American people, he does not 
Invite its repeal so, therefore, is not echoing the views 
of those who have had their authority shortened. 
Those who axe being condemned for voting for 
passage of the law are not deaf to argum ents advanced 
In favor of amendments to clarify some portions of 
the law, and to comb out those provisions which 
may be found unnecessary. But it is an undisputed 
fact th at where respect for the law has been exercised 
there has followed improvement in labor-m anagament 
relations. As evidence of this one needs look no farther 
than Cumberland where agreements to new contracts 
Involving wages and working conditions have been 
reached without the necessity of resorting to work 
stoppages—always a costly procedure for both worker 
and WltWifBMWt 
For the want, perhaps, of a better argument* 
lim e who are demanding repeal of the law endeavor 
to convey the idea th at it was the product of a group 
of reaction aries to destroy unions. It cannot be denied 
th a t th at group exists and probably would do tim 
things It is accused of. But few will believe th a t the 
so-called reaction i rim elected the Congress which 
passed the law or th at it created the public sentim ent 
which made it inevitable. 
R ather than weakening unions and 
»«*g their 
position in negotiations with management, the law 
worked just the opposite, and today organised labor 
Is In as strong, if not stronger, position than it ever 
was. The law was enacted to benefit labor, manage­ 
m ent and communities alike, and as a protection 
against abuses by some of former privileges. 
It is believed labor has come to a full realisation 
of these things as they enter wholeheartedly Into 
the observance of this Labor Day—and the last holiday 
of summer.

but considering that human nature 
has been dependent for centuries 
on such tor correction end punish­ 
ment. experts on heredity say that 
It Is absolutely foolish to try to 
get on today. In our public schools, 
without corporal punishment. 
Behoot committees, principals and 
teachers make various excuses. In 
some States corporal punishment 
Buy be against the law and, of 
count, any teacher Is subject to 
being sued if, in temper, he or she 
abuses a pupil. However, school 
committees can take out liability 
Insurance to p r o t e c t teachers 
against any such aulu. Some few 
parents will

their dear children “whipped”; but 
instead of being influenced by these 
tow, why could not rn school com­ 
mittee take a vote of all parents 
and sag what tho great majority 


would desire? When such a vote is 
taken a community.

Hews May Be Wha 
When I went to school we were 
in the building from nine to twelve 
In the morning and from two to 
four In tho afternoon. Wa had very 
tow books to take home. Our study 
hall was supervised and we learned 
there in one hour what would take 
two hours to learn at home. More­ 
over, In thorn days there was no 
radio at home to distract us, nor 
were there automobiles or movies 
to tempt us. Would it not be well 
to return to afternoon ssssione and 
supervised study, especially in view 
of tho coming television? A girl 
may be able to study while the old 
radio is going, but she certainly 
cant study while watching tele­ 
vision! 
Parents would like to have some 
of the “frill" studies omitted, but 
with perfection stressed in a fewer 
important studies. As an employer 
of many young people. I find that 
they have a smattering of a lot of 
subjects but are proficient in none. 
I am beginning even to question the 
value of vocational courses ai now 
aet u a I believe in an assignment 
of outside work, selected newspaper 
reading, certain worthwhile movies 
and radio talks, requiring the 
scholars to report thereon. The 
trips to factories and stores, which 
were given when I was in high 
school, would still be very useful. 
Most Important of all. school com­ 
mittees should rate high quality of 
teaching above the attainment by 
teachers of college degrees. Achieve­ 
ment in producing good students 
through experience and love for 
the students, is far more important 
than the sblllty to get much over­ 
rated academic degrees.
